Colonel White summarized the hearing of the DCI and 
other Agency representatives before the House Appropriations 
Sub -committee last week. He indicated that the only controversial 
point that came up was whether the Agency should request an 
additional ten million dollars for the building at this time or 
wait until a later date. He further stated that Mr. Fisher and 
Doctor Simon attended the hearing for the purpose of opposing 
funds for the extension of the George Washington Memorial Parkway 
to Langley. Colonel White indicated that the hearing in general 
was very favorable to the Agency.
